Chubb, H. F. Gardner and H. Soptien, 
trustees of the city of Orange, presented a 
petition in which they state that the city 
was incorporated April 14, 1888, At that 
date there were several hundred dollars 
standing to the credit of the Orange road 
fund, and since there have been added sev-

Inquent taxes, etc. None of this tund has 
en used for any improvements within the 
city, but has been diverted to those parts of 
Orange road district outside the city. There 
is now being collected 20 cents per $100 on

or 12 miles along the foothills, up to the 
river near the county line. 

A petition has been advocated by the 
Union Water Company, and numerously 
signed by residents of Anaheim, to organize 
under the “Wright Act” an irngating dis- 


trict, to include the city of Anaheim and ' 


the adjacent country lying about the “Sand 
Wash” and the Santa Ana River, and ex- 
tending from the artesian belt up through 
the Yorba A ame District to the head of 
the Cajon ditch, This latter ditci is then 
to be piped and the flumes 
to prevent the wasting of its water, which 
is to be distributed over the entire area of 
the district, some 40,000 acres. 

Heretofore the water has been bought 
directly by the consumers. According to 
the new plan under the Wright Act, the 
cost of the purchase of the franchise and 

_ the improvements will be assessed upon the 

_ property in the entire district, while the 
amount of water allowed to each piece of 

_Yeal estate will be proportioned to its 
assessed value. The company will, in fact, 
become a corporation.

Land for the Landless—Work for the Idle. 


There are here many ways in which 
work might be furnished to men who 
.are willing to work. A feasible plan 
} would be tu organize a syndieate of 
land-owners who might purchase land, 
divide it up into small holdings and 


} rent them out for chicken ranches, and 


for the cultivation of smail fruits. 
These men, eager for work, might 
Llease these small places, and pay for 
the same from the profits of their poul- 
try and fruit. It does not speak weil 
for the enterprise of this section, where 
there are thousands of acres lying idle, 
ald where poultry raising is so success- 
ful if intelligently pursued, that we 
send abroad for our eggs, and the 
chickens that are used upon our tables, 
All of that money might just as well 
be kept here and be paid to our own 
farmers. i 

Los Angeles sends away thousands 
of dollars yearly for supplies that she 
ought.to raise at home. Not a cent 
‘should ever be sent out of the county 


or anything of American production in 
the line of table supplies. Los Angeles 
county might make all the sugar she 
uses from the sugar beet, which grows 
well in her soil. She could grow ail 
the potatoes that are used; she could 
feed on her thousand hills and in her 
alfalfa fields all the cattle needed for 
beef, instead of importing, as she does, 
carloads of beef cattle from the plains 
of Arizona; and she could easily find 
employment by such means for hun- 
dreds of men. If Jand-owners would 
take action in this direction, they 
would not only benefit others, but they 
would themselves be no losers. Such 
landed investments, producing in- 
creased supplies for. the home market, 
would bring them a good interest, in- 
crease the general prosperity by keep- 
iug more money at home, and also help 
iundreds of workers, each of whom 
would be a wealth-producer for the 
country. 
Opportunities for securing good lands 
at fair prices are by no means wanting 
in Los Angeles county. Tur TimEs 
proposes shortly to print some specific 
information on this point, and asks the 
cooperation of owners’ of large tracts 
who desire to subdivide and sell the 
same.

SHIPS AND SHTIP-BUILDING. 

The report of C. B. Morton, Commissioner 
of Navigation, for 1888, shows the total ton- 
nage of the country required to be included 
in his statistics as 4,191,915 tons, and that 
our merchant marine is second to that of 
Great Britain. Since last year there has 
been a material increase in vessels in the 
coastwise trade. Vessels builtin the United 
States last year amount to 218,606 tons. 
This amount represents 67,637 tons more 
than the tonnage constructed the previous 
year.

Efforts to Secure tmmigrants to Set- 
tie in Dixie. 

Montroomeny (Ala.), Dee, 12,—| By the 
Associated- Press.|- The Southern Inter- 
State Convention met in the 
City Hall today, with about two handred 
delegates present, representing all the 
Southern Siates and New Mexico and Cali- 
fornia. The convention organized by the 
election of Col. W. H. Peeples of Missis- 
sippi as president, and A. Strassberger and 
Mr. Elliott of Florida as secretaries. 

W. 3S. Burguyn of North Carolina sub- 
mitted resolutions proposing that in 1891 
/and 1892 the Southern States join together 
aud hold a southern exposition in either 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Kansas City or St. Paul, the exhibits to be 
exclusively of southern product and manu- 
facture, 
E. C. Drew of Louisiana offered, an 


-amendment that the exposition be arranged 


in the shape of an immense train of cars to 
be run from city to city through the North. 

The resolution and amendments went to 
a committee without debate. 

S. H. Gruber offered a resolution mem- 
orializing the Legisiatures of all Southern 
States to appropriate #40,000 each per an- 
num for five years for immigration pur- 


poses. 

Resolutions were offered by Col. Calhonn 
of Mississippi extending a general invita- 
tion to all home-seekers, and declaring that 
immigrants need have no fear of negro su- 
ener A in the South, asthe race question 
8 settling itself by the logic of superior in- 
telligence. These were also referred, 

-Mr. Nelson of New Mexico offered a reso- 
lution to appoint a committee consisting of 
one delegate from each State on railroad 
rates, excursion facilities and immigrant 
transportation. 

John Temple Graves of Georgia moved to 
amend by creating two committees, one 
from States east of the Mississippi River, 
and one from those west of the river. This 
provoked a long discussion, the most inter- 
esting of the session. During its progress, 
Col. E. B. Stahiman, vice-president of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad, pledged 
the railriads to do their share to torward 
any plan the’ convention may adopt. 
Finally the Nelson resolution and Graves 
amendment went to the Committee on Res- 
olutions, and the convention adjourned un- 
til tomorrow. 


INVESTIGATING TRUSTS. 


The Senate Committee Resumes Its 
Labors at New York. 

New York, Dec. 12.—|By the Associated 
Press.| The Senate Trust Committee re- 
sumed its session today. 

Francis 8. Thurber, of Thurber, Whyland 
& Co., testified that the purpose of the 
Wholesate Grocers’ Associaiioa was to 
maintain uniform prices by wholesale deal- 
ers. The only articles on which any at- 
tempt has been made to fix rates were sugar, 
Baker’s cocoa and Royal baking-powder. 
Witness denied that the Wholesale Gro- 
cers’ Association was formed to compel 
members of the sugar trust to sell to mem- 
bers ot the Grocers’ Association at less rates 
than were charged to merchants nui mein- 
bers of the association. 

There was no understanding between the 
association and trustin regard to purchas- 
ing from the trust rather than from re- 
fineries outside the trust. When the Gio- 
cers’ Association first organized they tried 
to induce manufacturers iivthe sagar trust 
to fix prices so that all members of their 
association might be allowed a rebate, but 
were unsuccessful. Recently some of the 
members of the association have been able 
to make such arrangements. Any member 
of the association was .at liberty to buy 
from sugar manufacturers outside the 
sugar trust,and many members had done so. 

John Stanton testified regarding the 
copper trust, and Charlies Raronh, a vroker, 
said that copper had been steadier 10 price 
since the establishment of the svndicate. 

Appleton Sturgiss, presiaent cf cme 
ee e Milling Company of Bicoklyn, testi- 
fied regarding the bag trust. He said the 
dread of the Mills Bill was the cause of the 
trust, because manufacturers on to 
make as much money as they couid before 
the Mills Bill drove all out of existence; 
hence the formation of the trust. There 
would be no trust pezsible, with a reason- 
able tax on raw inaterial. 

P, J. Goodheart, a whisky broker. said of 
the whisky trust, that the headowarters 
were at Peoria, Lil., and the c.pita' of the 
combination amounts to $29,600,c02, They 
have been paying from 14¢. to 1 per cent.
